1 . After considering the applicants argument on pages 13-14 of the Appeal Brief (filed 
September 24, 2004), prosecution of this application has been re-opened. The applicant's 
remarks mirror earlier comments made on page 12 in the After Final Amendment, filed on April 
02, 2004.

Claim 17 was allowed for the reasons outlined on pages 13-14 of the appeal brief The 
prior art of record does not teach or render obvious the total method claimed, wherein the at least 
one intermittent cut line is formed along only one direction of the printing paper that is 
orthogonal to a conventional direction of the printing paper within the recording device and a 
continuous cut line extending in a longitudinal direction of the printing paper and orthogonal to 
the at least one intermittent cut line and the at least one printing portion is detached from said 
printing paper along the at least one intermittent cut line and the continuous cut line.
